M A SO N IC M EETING. 


The city council voted last night to 
aise the present w ater rates and a 
petition will he presented to the pub- 
lis service commission ask ing that 
the rate here he placed at the mini­ 
mum of $1 j>er q uarter or $1.85 per 
every one thousand cubic feet. 
The 
present rate is twenty cents a th o u s­ 
and gallons or 
$1.50 
a 
thousand 
cuhie feet. 


The ordinance covering the w ater 
rate that is used now is very vague 
and it would be necessary to change 
it even if the council wanted to con­ 
tinue at the present rate. The ordi­ 
nance provides that 
the 
city 
can 
charge from twenty to forty 
cents 
per thousand gallons of water. 
The 
ex act rate is not fix ed. 


If the public service 
commission 
allows the rate that the council vo­ 
ted for last night, the city will get the 
benefit of a minimum charge. 
It 
is 
figured that with the installation of 
water meters all over the city the 
revenue will be cut in two and to 
protect the city from loss the mini­ 
mum charge was voted. 


Under this ruling, if the commis­ 
sion will see it that wav, the 
city 
would receive $4 a year from each 
water 
consumer, 
wdiether 
that 
amount of w ater was used or not. 
The raise in rates is 
very 
slight. 
Under the flat rate system 
now in 
effect a six dollar rate per year is 
effective. 
Under the new rate even 
with a meter installed, the 
amount 
can’t he this lfiuch 
on 
a 
minimum 
charge. 
The council had a lengthy discus­ 
sion on the proposed change in rates. 
Councilman Sex ton was opposed to 
the minimum charge rate. He believed 
that the present rate was too low and 
was in favor of selling the water at 
twenty-five cents per thousand gal­ 
lons. 
This would he an increase of 
five cents on the thousand gallons. 
It was pointed out that all the cities 
surrounding have a 
minimum 
rat<j 
and found it very satisfactory. The 
change in rates was finally voted and 
tlie city attorney instructed to draft 
an ordinance and prepare the peti­ 
tion to be presented to 
the 
public 
service commission. 
In order to get the new rate by 
the public service commission it will 
he necessary for the city to mak e a 
showing that the rate is justifiable.

wmter, how many taps the city

a n d h o w ma n y miles o f ma in s.

Dr. llu rty is the 
state health commissioner. 
Dr. llu rty attacks the “pu shing” 
of children in 
schools, 
especially 
when u nder u nsanitary conditions. 
“Romping and play ing are restrict­ 
ed. The children mu st often breathe 
bad air, too cold or too warm. They 
mu st sit at desks they do not fit. with 
the resu lt of rou nded shou lders, hol­ 
low chests and bent spines,” he say s 
in bis bu lletin issu ed from the state 
health office. 
All the ev idence, he say s, confirms 
the statement that the hu man race is 
going backward mentally and p h y s i ­ 
cally , in 
spite of the 
adv ance in 
science. 
The child of wealth is as 
mu ch 
affected as the poor 
child. 
“The corroding influ ence of 
wealth 
breeds children weak of morals and 
v itality , and pov erty breeds the same 
kind of children,” he say s. 
Heredity is u su ally not su fficiently 
considered, he say s, and when lie 
plu nges into a criticism of the school 
conditions. He adds that the failu re 
to remov e and look after su ch phy si­ 
cal defects as decay ed teeth, defec­ 
tiv e v ision, ru nning ears, enlarged 
tonsils, adenoids and u nder and ov er 
feeding has mu ch to do with the de­ 
terioration of the hu man race.

Growers from German Ex perience,” 
and it giv es twelv e pages of facts 
and figu res to show that the su bjects 
of the Kaiser know mow abou t Irish 
potatoes than the men of the “Ou ld 
Sod” who are credited with inv ent­ 
ing them. 
To 
begin with, Germany plants 
eight million acres in potatoes ev ery 
y ear to this cou ntry ’s three and a 
half million. 
And in the \ aterland 
they gather 202.5 bu shels per acre 
to 9 0.2 bu shels per acre here. 
Fu r­ 
ther 
more 
the 
consu mer 
on 
this side of the Atlantic is pay ing 56 
cents a bu shel for them they are cost 
ing the 
Berliner only 30 cents a 
bu shel. 
“A prominent reason for the low 
av erage y ield per acre in this cou ntry 
is that wc hav e, as a ru le, 
fewer 
plants on an area,” reads the bu lle­ 
tin. 
Not only are wider rows and 
more space between lu lls the 
ru le 
here hu t 
v ariou s other 
av oidable 
cau ses resu lt in a poor stand. 
The 
Germans plant more than twice as 
many seed p ot a t oe s per acre than is 
the cu stom here, or more than 24 
bu shels per acre.

Jeffersonville, Ind., April 1.—Al­ 
though the state prison at Michigan 
City is for m ature criminals and is 
presumed to he even less attractive 
than the Indiana Reformatory here, 
which is adapted to the correction of 
the younger class, the fact is that 
the Indiana prison is the much more 
popular place of the two. 
In fact, 
one boy committed murder to win his 
transfer. 
The reason the Indiana 
prison 
is the much more popular 
place of the two is that Lady Nico­ 
tine is not barred from the prison, 
while she is forbidden entrance here. 


For tlie cigarette, a boy who has 
contracted the habit will do almost 
anything, said Dr. If. B. Von Klein 
Smid, associate superintendent of tin1 
reformatory, to the United Press to­ 
day. 
He told how one boy whose 
attitude was very good in every re­ 
spect never hesitated to work unless 
given tobacco. 
Another boy went 
on “idle strike” refusing to work un­ 
less given tobacco.

“Soon after entering the institu­ 
tion,” said von Klein Smid, “Brown 
asked lor tobacco. 
Later he asked 
for a /tran sfer to the state prison 
- .ying lie would get tobacco there. 
I hat request was xlenied, for he was 
only 21. 
In the most cold-blooded 
;\isIiioif conceivable he set about to 
make the transfer necessary. 
One 
day while passing with a line of 
boys f*om a barber shop In* stopped. 
WitbduF warning lie plunged a shoe 
knife into the 
boy in front of him. 
The 
boy 
died in twenty minutes. 
Brown 
is today in the prison at 
Michigan Cit y,a ml 
lie is getting his 
tobacco from week to week.” 


Klein 
Smid 
said 
repeated 
ex­ 
aminations bad disclosed no other 
motive from Brown’s act. 
The associate superintendent said 
he was 
convinced that the 
liquor 
habit does not enslave the victim any 
more than does the craving for nico­ 
tine. “There are many boys” he said 
“who would risk life, liberty and the 
opportunity 
for a career in order 
that there might be no interruption 
in the semi on s 
pleasures 
derived 
from the gratification of their appe­ 
tite for tobacco.”

The booklet advises the 
purchase 
of trees at nurseries, for the nursery 
men know how 
a 
tree 
should 
he 
pruned when being transplanted and 
can give the 
amateur 
instructions 
which will meet local conditions, but 
for amateurs who go to the wood­ 
lands, there is also information on 
the subject which should make trans­ 
planting both easy and 
successful.
